adhesive : 

a seco^ adhesive disposed on the second side at a location opposite said touch 
fastening svstem on the nrst side: and 

a cover label Nncluding a third side and a fourth side, and a first end and a second 
end, said fourth side including \third adhesive, said cover label fourth side adhered to [ disposed 
ever] said touch fastening system \ to sandwich ] and said first side of said base label with said 
third adhesive, said touch fastening system disposed at least partiallv between said cover label 
and said base labe U wherein the first adhesive is disposed on said second side at a location on the 



base label opposite said touch fastening svstem on the first side, wherein the first end terminates 
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aaiacent the touch fastening system, and wherein the second end terminates adjacent the third 
adhesr^ . 

9. (S^ginal) The closure apparatus of claim 8 comprising a tear strip [ sandwiched ] 
disposed between said base label and said cover label. 

10. (original^ The closure apparatus of claim 9 comprising at least one of perforations 
and tear lines disposed aqjacent to said touch fastening system. 

11. (original) The clc^ure apparatus of claim 8 comprising a tear strip disposed on the 

base label opposite said touch fasreping system.

35. (new) A re-sealablfe container closure comprising: 

a container incluuing a wall and a closure flap, said wall including an overlapped 
>ortion and a non-overlapped portion, said flap covering the overlapped portion when the flap is 
in a closed position; 

a first ply including a\cpvered portion adhered to the overlapped portion and an 



uncovered portion adhered to the nc 



lapped portion of the wall; 



a second ply including ^^jcovered portion adhered to the closure flap and an 
uncovered portion adhered to the uncovered portion of the first ply, the second ply including a 
tear strip joined with the uncoverq[l portion Af the second ply located below the closure flap, said 
tear strip removable from the first ph^ to relea^he closure flap from the wall without damaging 
the closure flap; and 

a pair of strips of a hook-and-loofi fastening system, one of said pair of strips 
adhered to the first ply, the other of said pair of strip^secured to the second ply. 
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36. (new) The re-sealable c6p)ain^ closure of claim 35 wherein the tear strip is integral 
with the second ply. 

37. (new) The re-sealable cbntaiiier closure of claim 35 wherein the tear strip is adhered 
to the second ply and disposed between the Srst ply and the second ply.
